OLL 

During the five weeks ended April 
10, the daily average crude oil produc- 
tion in California dropped from 
609,500 barrels, to 597,000 barrels 
according to estimate of the 
American Petroleum Institute. Fires 
in storage tank farms at La Brea and 
San Luis Obispo early in April de- 
stroyed approximately 10,000,000 bar- 
rels of crdue oil, equal to more than 
16 days of California production at 
present rate. On March 1, 1926, 
there was a total of 128,106,148 bar- 
rels of crude oil 
Pacific Coast, approximately 95% of 
this being in California. 


SAN FRANCISCO—On the whole, 
retail trade in San Francisco im- 
proved during the month of March. 
Furniture dealers did a business that 
was. slightly better than during 
March, 1925, but report collections a 
little slower than last year. Dealers 
in women’s wear report increases 
ranging from 7% to 16%, with col- 
lections slightly better than a year 
ago.
